CURTIN TOPS LEFCOURT 
Reelected By 
12,943 Votes, 
Leads Ticket

Republican Willard S. Curtin, a quiet, reserved 
campaigner, bucked a national trend and scored a 
walloping victory yesterday when he piled up a 12,943 
vote majority to be reelected to the 
Bueks-Lehigh 
County Congressional seat.

718 total. He led the GOP ticket 
throughout Bucks County. 
This was more than enough to 
swamp Lefcourt, who recorded 
39,055 votes in Bucks County and 
32,820 votes in Lehigh County for 
a 71,875 vote total. 
The election assures Curtin, a 
52-year-old Morrisville attorney 
at least two more years in the 
House 
of 
Representatives. 
He 
was first elected to the House 
two years ago in the 1956 Presi 
dential election. 
It was a crushing blow to Lef­ 
court, a Bristol Township Com 
missioner for the last three years 
Curtin’s nearly 13,000 vote ma 
jority far exceeded the most op­ 
timistic pre-elect»on Republican 
hopes. 
But Curtin won with surpris­ 
ing ease. He buried Lefcourt, a

The same situation prevailed in 
the record 17-month session of 
the 1955 Legislature after Leader 
came into office. The 1957 session 
was entirely under GOP control. 
The Republicans captured 12 
Senate seats at stake which gave 
them a 28-22 edge with the 16 
GOP holdovers whose terms do 
not expire until 1960.
